said: Someone with a long his- 
tory of mostly drug-related run- 
ins with the law who is still sip- 
ping that early morning beer and 
hopping behind the wheel. 

“It was worthless, it was ab- 
solutely unnecessary, it could 
have easily been prevented,” said 
El Cerrito police officer Scott Er- 
win. “He caused pain and misery 
for absolutely no reason. That 
child is going to be reminded of 
this for the rest of her life.” 

Most victims might be bitterly 
angry at Lindsey for putting them 
through everything Silva and Ha- 
ley have experienced. 

Silva is mad, but what she 
feels for Lindsey is more com- 
plex, more like a weird mix of 
sorrow and pity. 

For Silva, the accident has an 
ironic twist. 

Her métorcycle, which she’d 
had for just nine days at the time 
of the crash, was a present to 
herself for being six months 
clean and sober. She calls herself 
a recovering alcoholic, no 
stranger to life in the fast lane, 
to morning toddies that stretch 
all day. 

“It’s strange, but I can under- 
stand people who have a prob- 
lem with drugs and alcohol. I’m 


upset at him, but I also feel sorry 
for him,” said Silva, whose dark 
brown eyes match her daugh- 
ter’s. 

She’s living these days in a 
hospital bed in the living room 
of her sister’s El Sobrante home. 
Soon, she’ll move to Kaiser’s 
Vallejo rehabilitation hospital 

“I feel bad all around,” she 
said. “I’m sure it’s altered his life. 
I just hope he gets his life to- 
gether and gets off the dope and 
alcohol.” 


A driver reflects 


Lindsey, who lives in Hay- 
ward, faces charges of felony dri- 
ving under the influence, felony 
drug possession and misde- 
meanor unauthorized possession 
of hypodermic needles. 

After spending several weeks 
in jail, he was released in July on 
$110,000 bail. A preliminary 
hearing in his case is scheduled 
for the end of the month. 

According to court records, 
Lindsey has been arrested nu- 
merous times for possessing and 
being under the influence of 
drugs, mostly in the 1980s, but 
extending to the mid-1990s, in- 
cluding a 1996 felony conviction 
for transporting an illegal sub- 
stance, and a misdemeanor in 
1995 for battery against a peace 
officer. 

He’s also been arrested for 
weapons possession. 

Many of these arrests did not 
lead to convictions. According to 
court records, some were 


dropped for lack of evidence; 
others were dropped as part of a

plea bargain. 

This time, even Lindsey him- 
self said he knows he’s looking 
at least five years in jail. Reached 
by phone at his home, Lindsey 
said he is tormented and deeply 
sorry for the events of that June 
morning. 

He called himself a former 
heavy drinker who uses metham- 
phetamine occasionally but has 
cut back on his drinking in re- 
cent years. 

He admits to drinking a beer 
the morning of the crash and 
running a red light, but said the 
drugs and drug paraphernalia 
didn’t belong to him. There was 
a helper in the truck, but Lind- 
sey didn’t specifically say the 
contraband was his, either. 

“T can still hear them scream- 
ing, I hear them screaming every 
day. I am so sorry for what hap- 
pened. I am not a bad person,” 
said Lindsey, who ran his own 
dairy distribution company until 
the crash. 

“I’m devastated. I’m having a 
hard time living with this thing. 
I have nightmares every day.” 

But Lindsey, who like Silva is 
38, doesn't blame the beer for his 
not seeing the red light. He said 
he was focused on road con- 
struction at the intersection and 
not paying attention to the light. 

He said he’s been in treatment 
in the past but was wishy-washy 
about where that treatment has 
left him today. “I figure anybody 
who uses drugs has a problem,” 
he said.

EL CERRITO — This week 
the City Council voted 4-0 to al- 
low a 63-foot-tall Sprint PCS cel- 
lular antenna behind the Ellis 
Eye and Laser Center building at 
6500 Fairmount Ave. Leif 
Jenssen, an attorney with offices 
near the planned antenna, raised 
health and property value con- 
cerns during the public hearing. 
The council’s vote overturned an 
earlier 2-2 vote by the Planning 
Commission to deny the project. 

“The antenna and associated 
cabinets would be located within 
a 12-foot by 28-foot enclosure 
and eliminate one parking 
space,” (at the eye center) Plan- 
ning Manager Dennis Carring- 
ton and Community Develop- 
ment Director Jill Keimach noted

in a report to the council. “Staff 
has worked with the applicant to 
revise the project from a roof- 
mounted antenna to the current 
proposal that is ground-mounted 
and at the back of the property 
where it will be less visible.” 

Carrington said the planning 
staff recommended that the 
council overturn the Planning 
Commission's decision for a 
number of reasons. He noted that 
in addition to being at the rear 
of the lot, the antenna will be lo- 
cated between two-story build- 
ings. He said that the height (63 
feet) is necessary to clear the 
nearby El Cerrito Plaza buildings 
The antenna will also be re- 
designed to be narrower at the 
top and have “stacked panels” 
and flush-mounted panels and be 
painted blue-gray to be less no- 
ticeable. 

The antenna is to be located 
at 6500 Fairmount Ave. To the

ALBANY — Police Officer 
Chris Willis broke new ground 
for the Albany Police Department 
at this year’s California Police 
and Fire Games by garnering two 
gold medals in the 16- and 28- 
mile cycling competition held 
Aug. 11-18 in San Jose. 

No, he wasn’t a surprise be- 
cause he’s a novice who igno- 
rantly decided to compete sim- 
ply because he likes exercise and 
a good bike ride. Willis has ac- 
tually been competing in running 
and cycling events from an early 
age and did so through high 
school and college. Willis was a 
dark horse because it was the 
first time a member of the Al- 
bany department brought back a 
gold in any event. 

The unit of 28 officers does- 
n't usually stack up to larger fire 
or police departments around the 
state equipped with expensive 
weight rooms and personal train- 
ers galore. Any local competitors 
who had delusions of grandeur 
about bringing back the gold 
would have to train on their own 
time. And that’s exactly what the 
42-year-old rookie officer did. 

Willis was hired in February 
and admits he doesn’t have as 
much time to train as he once 
did. If he had his druthers, he’d 
train 20 hours a week between 
the bike and running. As it is, he 
runs in the mornings for roughly 
40 minutes before starting his 
shift. He admits that the change 
to his exercise regimen hasn't 
burned all of his desire to com- 
pete. 

“You just don’t lose that, it’s a 
part of my life,” said Willis who 
was a Napa vintner before join-

ing the force. 
The department is proud of its

RICHMOND — Aiming to 
narrow the persistent, race-based 
achievement gap in West Contra 
Costa schools, a Mill Valley edu- 
cation foundation has awarded 
the school district a three-year, 
$1.6 million grant. 


West Contra Costa Unified is 
one of six school districts across 
the nation hand-picked for the 
$12 million Stupski Family Foun- 
dation grant program intended 
to create large-scale, districtwide 
reform, 


“It's a very big deal for us,” 
said Gloria Johnston, superin- 
tendent of the West Contra Costa 
Unified School District. “I don’t 
know of any time in the past 
when a foundation has come in 
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School grant aims for districtwide reform 


as a partner to say to the district, 
“We would like to work with you 
to help you focus on the goals 
that are most important to you,’” 


The Stupski Foundation, 
formed in 1996 to support pub- 
lic education, has a unique ap- 
proach to school reform, Rather 
than write a blank check and 
hope for good results, the foun- 
dation has pledged to work with 
the district, both as a sounding 
board and as a mentor. Stupski 
will partner with school staff 
members to choose literacy pro- 
grams and has already started a 
leadership development program 
for principals and administrators. 


The Stupski Foundation’s top- 
down strategy is also a rarely 
seen approach to school reform, 
which tends to focus on in-the- 


classroom, kid-centered pro- 
grams, but it’s one Rudy Crew 
thinks will work. 


“We've all been through a va- 
riety of (school reform) proposi- 
tions in which the strategy was 
to do it somebody else’s way,” 
said Crew, former chancellor of 
New York public schools and di- 
rector of school reform initiatives 
for the Stupski Family Founda- 
tion. 


“What we're really doing here 
is saying, ‘Listen, there are a lot 
of ways to change schools, and 
therefore many strategies have 
to be employed. But they have to 
be employed as part of a coher- 
ent system.’ And | think that is 
really, really exciting because, 
fundamentally, this is about the 
entire system.”

But the foundation is also de- 
manding results. A first-year, 
$580,000 grant has already been 
delivered to West Contra Costa 
schools. But if the district fails to 
demonstrate student achieve- 
ment over the next year, it could 
lose out on an additional 
$970,000, 

No one’s predicting that out- 
come. Instead, school officials 
say they are focused on working 
with Stupski to chip away at the 
ever-growing gap in student 
achievement. 

In a set of five-year goals an- 
nounced recently, the district says 
it plans to narrow the achieve- 
ment gap, reaching a 50 percent 
reduction in the number of 
African-American and Latino stu- 
dents scoring in the bottom quar- 
tile on achievement tests by 2006.

peace wall in 


the zone of conflict

It was a great privilege and 
honor to have the opportunity 
to share with the Palestinian 
community the PEP through 
which we teach values that 
strengthen much more than 
their self esteem. They learn 
empowerment by identifying 
the gifts, talents and resources 
they naturally have and more 
importantly the ones they have 
developed, such as the ability 
to listen to a friend or stranger 
in need. 

The peace wall was installed 
in a Palestinian town named 
Al-Khader, near Bethlehem. 
Fear of the wall being bombed 
by the Israeli soldiers, who 
manned 6-story-high watch 
towers around the town, pre- 
cipitated the installation of the 
wall in a new building funded 
by the Italians. This building 
acted as a community center 
for the Palestinian community 
of Al Khader and was consid- 
ered a safer and secure option 
for the peace wall. It was also 
used as a school for handi- 
capped children and as a 
kindergarten nursery school. 

The first day, we worked 
with 40 children, teaching them 
about the “fire element of 
peace.” The children identified 
their multiple peace powers, 
culminating in the painting of 
their individual tiles. The sec- 
ond day, we worked with the 
fire element again with a dozen 
16-year-old youths who told 
stories of their peace powers, 
which included stories that had 
to do with their hopes, dreams 
and desires. 

Then we facilitated what we 
call the “water element of 
peace” that symbolizes com- 
passion, praise and affection. 
They identified the water ele- 
ment of peace by walking a 
mile in another person’s shoes. 
Here they told the other 
youth’s story in the first per- 
son, identifying themselves as, 
“My name is peace, my name is 
power, my name is....’. This 
process truly was an initiation 
in helping them identify and 
overcome their fear of not only 
the soldiers but also more per- 
sonal social and educational 
fears. 

This was followed by them 
painting large groups of tiles in 
conjunction and cooperation 
with each other. In all 90 tiles 


were painted which, in addition 
to the tiles painted five years 
back in Jerusalem at the YMCA 
by 10 Palestinian and 2 Jewish 
youth, helped complete the 
Peace wall. In the process of 
installation, we faced and over- 
came a number of enormous 
obstacles getting the tiles 
glazed, fired and installed. The 
first dramatic impact of the 
Peace Wall was on the tile set- 
ter himself, who at first was 
hesitant to undertake the work 
but ended up being the most 
enthusiastic admirer of the in- 
stallation. The artist in every- 
one was fulfilled. The process 
of peace empowerment was 
complete. Our hope for the fu- 
ture 

This experience not only re- 
inforced my belief in recogniz- 
ing diversity as the heart of 
peace but also generated a 
deep respect in me for the 
Palestinian people and their 
courage. We hope that in the 
future this project may become 
the seed for many such pro- 
jects in these troubled areas. 
These tiles are an example of 
the courage and possibilities of 
non-violence that can ulti- 
mately liberate everyone in Al- 
Khader. The Palestinian com- 
munity in Al-Khader intends 
painting tiles in Arabic that will 
form the title panel of the wall. 
This would make it the first 
Arabic section of the World 
Wall for Peace. We intend up- 
loading all the pictures of this 
project on our web page for the 
whole world to view. There are 
many more stories to tell and 
photos to share. 

Brief note on WWFP - 

The World Wall for Peace 
(WWEP), founded in 1983, has 
worked with community to 
build peace walls in Russia, 
Japan and six states of the 
United States. Based in the Bay 
Area, WWFP has been most ac- 
tive in its own community, with 
notable examples at Jack Lon- 
don Square and the Fruitvale 
BART station in Oakland, and 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Park in 
Berkeley. Community involve- 
ment is the core of WWFP’s 
success, and each project be- 
gins with a request from a 
community group or represen- 
tative.

When I said, “Let me intro- 
duce you. . .” I meant it liter- 
ally, You can meet Ted Crosby 
tomorrow on the flight deck of 
his old ship, the USS Hornet, 
which is permanently docked 
at Alameda Point (the former 
Alameda Naval Air Station) as 
a floating maritime museum. 
He'll be glad to meet you and 
tell you what it was like. 

Now, visiting the Hornet is 
fun at any time. But once a 
month — and tomorrow's the 
day — they bring the ship to 
life, simulating as closely as 
possible the battle conditions of 
yesteryear. 

As the loudspeaker calls, 
“Now hear this!” and barks au- 
thentic ship's orders, you'll wit- 
ness simulated flight opera- 
tions: as planes are towed to the 
massive elevator, lifted to the 
flight deck, and placed into 
launch position. You can partic- 
ipate in pilot briefings and sit 
in the cockpit of a fighter jet. 

And Crosby isn’t the only 
vet who will be on hand. In the 


pilots’ ready room, Dwight Lu- 
bich, who flew anti-submarine 
missions off the Hornet's deck 
in World War II, Korea and 
Vietnam, will recreate an au- 
thentic mission briefing. 

On the bridge, Floyd Moss, 
who was the Hornet's helms- 
man during World War Il, will 
tell you about the time a ty- 
phoon caved in the Hornet's 
bow at the height of a crucial 
battle, and how the skipper, the 
legendary Admiral J.J. “Jocko” 
Clark, solved the problem: He 
sailed the ship backward and 
had the planes fly off the stern, 
instead. Says Moss: “The guys 
in the other ships must have 
thought The Old Man had fi- 
nally lost his marbles.” 

Dale Berven, who flew off 
the Hornet during the Korean 
War, will tell you how he led 
the bombing attack on Wan 
San Harbor. 

And Rolf Sabye, who was 
the ship’s quartermaster from 
1967 to 1970, will take you 
back to that historic day in 
1969 when the Hornet fished 
Neil Armstrong, Buzz Aldrin 
and Michael Collins out of the 
sea after their Apollo 11 voyage 
to the Moon. 

And did I mention the whole 
ship is extremely kid-friendly? 
Youngsters are allowed to 
climb all over the old aircraft 
and learn the flag signals and 
take part in organized treasure 
hunts like “Find a wrench 
that’s bigger than you” and 
“Find a 4,000-lb. door that you 
can open all by yourself.” I 
promise: Nobody will hiss at 
them, “Don’t touch that!” 

It was planned this way 
from the start, ever since the 
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Hornet was miraculously saved 
from the scrap heap 10 years 
ago and a small army of dedi- 
cated volunteers worked over- 
time month after month to re- 
store her to her former glory. 

They didn't do it because 
they love groovy-looking old 
ships, or even because they 
want to honor the Ted Crosbys 
of this world, the “Greatest 
Generation” who saved the 
world from another Dark Age. 

No, they’re doing this for 
the next “great” generation, our 
children. Not to turn them into 
warriors, but to turn them into 
lovers of liberty and justice. 
They want to remind today’s 
youngsters that there have 
been times when America truly 
was, as Lincoln put it, “the last 
great hope of Earth,” and that 
those times will surely come 
again.

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Could water utility restore free flow of electricity? 


ynthia Wooten (Cohen) 
( had not been living back 

in California long before 
she became aware of the en- 
ergy/power problems that 
plague us so desperately, and 
she is working diligently on a 
solution. 

In order to explain Wooten’s 
thesis, it is important to know 
her extensive background. She 
was born and raised in Los An- 
geles. She moved to Oregon to 
go to school, and stayed there 
for 32 years. She received her 
bachelor’s degree from South- 
ern Oregon State University, in 
liberal arts, and her master’s in 
an interdisciplinary masters 
program at the University of 
Oregon in Eugene. During 
those years, in addition to mar- 
rying, she became active in the 
affairs of that city and state. 
She was elected to the school 
board, serving from 1972 until 
1980, then served two terms on 
the Eugene City Council. Term 
limits forced her to move on, 
and she did, to the Oregon leg- 
islature where, again, she 
served until term limits forced 
her out. 

She also received training in 
a program for senior execu-

tives in state and local govern- 
ments, at the John F Kennedy 
School of Government, at Har- 
vard University. She started her 
business as a consultant after 
leaving the legislature. Thanks 
to her extensive experience as 
a legislator, she was been re- 
markably successful in her 
consulting work. 

And, she adds, that during 
the years 1975 to 1987 she 
managed the District Office of 
U.S. Representative Jim 
Weaver, of Eugene, where she 
conducted research on a vari-

She did a little research and 
learned that EBMUD did water 
and waste water treatment. 
Learning more of the history of 
EBMUD “It struck me that it 
was really important and obvi- 
ous that that entity become a 
fully integrated electric utility 
as well.” She expounded on the 
reasons, the advantages of pub- 
lic power being foremost. 

She pointed out the utility’s 
75-year history of building and 
controlling dams, of its elected 
board, and the fact that “they 
have been good stewards of the 
water and water sheds they 
control. And they have kept the 
rates low.” 

EBMUD is generally a world 
class organization, she adds, so 
it would have bonding capabili- 
ties. And she was convinced 
that EBMUD could manage the 
system and the distribution far 
better than PG&E. But how to 
approach the Board of Direc- 
tors? In January she appeared 
before the board at its public 
comment period. She laid out a 
series of about seven options 
the board might consider, in- 
cluding how it could provide 
electric services, how the sup- 
ply could be arranged, the 


costs, the timing, how to edu- 
cate the public, and how the 
rates could be decided, “I was 
fairly thorough,” she says. 

Since that meeting she has 
met with several board mem- 
bers, has met with EBMUD’s 
manager, the manager of oper- 
ations, and some other people. 
In April the board issued a re- 
quest for proposals on con- 
tracts up to $400,000 for con- 
sultant work in three areas: 
how to better manage 
EBMUD’s own energy and 
electricity needs (it is a big 
consumers of electricity, of 
course), how to renegotiate 
contracts and make improve- 
ments to be more cost effec- 
tive, and what other options 
are available in terms of being 
electricity providers. Anything 
short of taking over PG&E, 
while providing cheap energy 
for rate payers. 

Wooten emphasizes she did 
this on her own, as a private 
citizen, aligned with no organi- 
zation. “I did not want this to 
appear confrontational”. She 
says it is obvious that there 
must be built a coalition among 
EBMUD elected officials, con- 
sumers, labor, business and

The federal act states that lo- 
cal regulation cannot have the ef- 
fect of prohibiting wireless ser- 
vices within the community and 
may not address potential effects 
of non-ionizing electromagnetic 
radiation. Denial of an applica- 
tion must also be in writing and 
be supported by “substantial ev- 
idence.” 

Councilwoman __ Kathleen

may have been trying to tell us .

“That has 
to do with the location of these 
cellular towers. That has to do 
with the aesthetics of these cel- 
lular towers and the size of these 
cellular towers.”

Mac's Primary Mortgage Market 
Survey, the 30-year fixed-rate 
mortgage averaged 6.92 per- 
cent, with an average cost of 
0.9 point (1 point equals 1 per- 
cent of the loan amount), for 
the week ending Aug. 31. 

This bellwether rate rose a 
single basis point from last 
week's average of 6.91 percent 
last week. A year ago, the 30- 
year fixed-rate mortgage aver- 
age was 7.96 percent 

The average for the 15-year 
fixed-rate mortgage this week is 
6.47 percent, with an average 
cost of 0.8 point, unchanged 
from last week. A year ago, the 
15-year fixed-rate mortgage av- 
eraged 7.67 percent. 

One-year Treasury-indexed 
adjustable-rate mortgages 
(ARMs) averaged 5.67 percent 
this week, with an average cost 
of 0.9 point. This popular first- 
time homebuyer loan fell a sin- 


Fixed-rate mortgages rise 
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gle basis point from last 
week's average of 5.68 per- 
cent. This time last year, the 
one-year ARM averaged 7,27 
percent. 

“Despite a small decline, exist- 
ing home sales in July were brisk 
— up more than 7 percent com- 
pared to a year ago. Low long- 
term mortgage rates should con- 
tinue to stimulate that robust level 
of sales activity, as well as refinanc- 
ing, in most parts of the country,” 
said Frank E. Nothaft, Freddie Mac 
deputy chief economist. 

“Popular preference for low 
fixed-rate mortgages are keep- 
ing one-year ARMs volumes 
down, even though ARM rates 
have dropped more than a full 
percentage point since the start 
of the year. We anticipate a pick- 
up in economic activity by the 
end of the year largely as a re- 
sult of the Fed's accommodat- 
ing monetary policy and the fed- 
eral tax rebates.”

Albany Little 
Leaguer comes 
through surgery 
with flying colors

ALBANY — For the Lerma 
family, persistence has paid off 
twice this summer, bringing their 
Little Leaguer son Robert 
through a medical crisis to per- 
fect health. 

Robert Lerma was a standout 
player in the 9-12-year-old divi- 
sion, even though he was just 10. 
But on July 20, his season ended. 
Lerma underwent surgery at 
Oakland’s Children’s Hospital for 
the removal of his adenoids and 
tonsils. 

“The doctors said it would be 


routine surgery,” said Pete 
Lerma, Robert's father. “But we 
never felt it was routine for him, 
or for us.” 

Indeed, the original diagnosis 
— just allergies, no surgery 
needed — was proven wrong af- 
ter the family persisted in getting 
a second opinion, this time from 
an ear-nose-and-throat special- 
ist. 

The family found out that the 
youngster was instead suffering 
from adenoids and tonsils that 
were too long. They were block- 
ing his hearing canal and his abil- 
ity to breath through his nose. 

“We were concerned when 
Robert couldn't hear us calling 
him to dinner,” said his mother, 
Christina. “And then he woke up 
in the middle of the night with 
breathing problems.” 

At first it seemed the July 20 
surgery solved both problems 
without any complications. 


Though suffering from a sore 
throat and somewhat woozy af- 
ter emerging from the operation's 
anesthesia, Robert recalls com- 
ing home that day to a pleasant 
surprise. 

“The San Francisco Giants 
had sent me a baseball signed by 
J. T. Snow, and it arrived that 
day,” Robert Lerma said. “J.T. is 
one of my favorite players, along 
with Barry Bonds.” 

But of great concern to the 
Lermas was the fact that, days 
later, their son’s throat remained 
sore — so sore he was having 
trouble taking liquids and was 
able to eat just minimal amounts 
of food. He also was suffering se- 
vere headaches and had a mild 
fever. 

Rather than passively hoping 
for improvement, the parents 
again took the initiative. They

THE NOSE KNOWS: Poor 
Pinocchio! You remember him. 
He was the hero of Carlo Col- 
lodi’s children’s story, “The Ad- 
ventures of Pinocchio,” (1883) 
about the wooden puppet who 
becomes a boy whose nose got 
longer when he told a lie. 

Serves him right, you might 
say. Well, yes, if you’re trying to 
scare the daylights out of a kid 
who thinks he can get away with 
bending the truth.

“THE ADVENTURES OF FELIX": A 
jaunty, lighthearted road movie about a 
gay man (Sami Bouajila) who journeys 
to find the father he never met. After los- 
ing his job, Felix thumbs his way across 
France, meeting an eccentric and eclec- 
tic cast of characters. The film is by na- 
ture episodic and fragmented, but what 
it lacks in narrative thrust is more than 
compensated for by its emotional devel- 
opment and the performance of Boua- 
jila, whose natural charisma and easy- 
going style help us overlook some 
questionable behavior. — R. Butler. (NR: 
sexual situations.) 1 hour, 35 minutes. B 


“ALL OVER THE GUY”: Everyone in 
this sitcom-like comedy is beset by the 
same neurotic insecurities, confused 
priorities and fears of commitment — 
whether they be gay or straight. Based 
on a stage play in which the couple 
were straight, it focuses on the rocky re- 
lationship between two gay men, both 
of whom have issues. The film is sober 
and straightforward in a cable-television 
sort of way, although there are some- 
times glimpses of what could have been 
an even better movie. — D. Kehr. (R: 
strong sexual content and language.) 1 
hour, 32 minutes, C+ 


“AMERICAN PIE 2”: Wafer-thin and 
hastily-baked, this sequel doesn't live 
up to the original, even with the whole 
cast back for a second go-round. The 
gang is still obsessed with sex, and 
probably will remain so until “Ameri- 
can Pie 12,” when they will become 
obsessed with their receding hairlines. 
There are a few amusing scenes, fea- 
turing Jason Biggs, Eugene Levy and 
Alyson Hannigan, but overall, the 
sweetness is gone and everything 
feels forced. Settle for renting the first 
one. — M. Pols. (R: strong sexual 
content, crude humor, language and 
drinking.) 1 hour, 40 minutes. C- 
“AMERICA’S SWEETHEARTS”: An in- 
sider look at the Hollywood machine, 
filled with spot-on parodies of celebri- 
ties, spiritual healers, studio heads, 
movie directors, publicists and even 
members of the illustrious entertain- 
ment press corps. The jokes skip 
along merrily in the beginning, and 
you settle back feeling a tad irritated 
by the cutesy tinkling score, but gener- 
ally good about what's to come. Unfor- 
tunately, what's to come includes an 
unbelievable love story and a pat end- 
ing right out of “Notting Hill.” Featuring 
an all-star cast doing mostly nice en- 
semble work, especially Billy Crystal, 
Stanley Tucci and John Cusack. We 
don't see much of Julia Roberts, 
though; she's outshone by the dy- 
namic Catherine Zeta-Jones, playing a 
detestable diva. — M. Pols. (PG-13: 
language and some crude and sexual 
humor.) 1 hour, 50 minutes. B- 

“THE ANNIVERSARY PARTY”: An as- 
tute, sharp-witted movie about relation- 
ships, aspirations and insecurity that's 
nearly great, Jennifer Jason-Leigh and 
Alan Cumming co-wrote, co-direct and 
co-star in a story about a famous ac- 
tress named Sally and writer/director 
Joe, a Hollywood couple who've re- 
cently reunited after a breakup. They in- 
vite all of their friends and a couple of 
enemies to celebrate with them. The act- 
ing is strong across the board, but the 
rarely seen Phoebe Cates is outstanding 
as Sally's best friend, an actress who 
gave it all up to be with her children. Un- 
fortunately, Leigh and Cumming bail on 
the plot at the end, and there are two 
jarring revelations, one completely unbe- 
lievable, that deflate the movie's power.

“APOCALYPSE NOW REDUX”: Fran- 
cis Ford Coppola and editor Walter 
Murch have gone back to the original 
footage of the 1979 classic Vietnam 
film and added 49 minutes. The result 
is a major time commitment but also 
deeper, smoother and ultimately more 
fulfilling. More Playboy Playmates, 
more Robert Duvall, more time on the 
boat, a touch more Brando. Well worth 
a trip to the multiplex, even though not 
everything new is a flat-out success; 
the French plantation scene is flawed 


_ by bad acting, but Coppola's ad- 


mirable intent, to explore the impact of 
colonization on the country and the 
colonizers, makes his story more well- 
rounded. You may find, if you watch 
the original after seeing this, that you 
miss the new additions. — M. Pols. (R: 
disturbing violent images, language, 
sexual content and some drug use.) 3 
hours, 17 minutes.

“BREAD AND TULIPS”: This amiable 
new comedy suggests that an older, bet- 
ter Italy of imagination, rationality and ci- 
vility survives on the fringes of a modern 
nation obsessed with consumerism, 
empty prosperity and easy pleasure. 
That city, this film says, is Venice, and 
it's the location where an unhappy 
housewife (Licia Maglietta) blossoms, 
and meets a melancholy waiter. Magli- 
etta is quite good, but the film seems a 
little too sentimental and pat for its own 
good, — A,O. Scott. (PG-13: a few sex-

“BUBBLE BOY”: Bring on the class ac- 
tion suit. Grown-up bubble boy and in- 
nocent Jimmy Livingston (Jake Gyllen- 
haal) leaves Palmdale to stop his 
beloved's wedding at Niagara Falls. 
While Livingston is a symbol of whole- 
some purity, this misadventure slurs Re- 
publican conservatives, Jews, East 
Asians, South Asians, the elderly, Ne- 
braskans, religious groups, Hispanics, 
people who like cows, achondroplastic 
dwarves and the general population of 
moviegoers, Any comic promise takes a 
nose-dive when the bubble lad goes 
across the country and the movie goes 
for predictable bully humor. — V. Chan. 
(PG-13: language, sexual humor.) 1 
hour, 24 minutes, D+ 


“CAPTAIN CORELLI’S MANDOLIN”: 
The beautiful setting — a Greek island 
— and the fascinating historical basis 
are the two best things about this film 
adaptation of a beloved novel. Set dur- 
ing the Italian occupation of Cephalonia 
during World War Il, the dreadfully cast 
film stars Nicolas Cage as a captain of 
the Italian army who falls in love with 
Pelagia (Penelope Cruz), the bratty 
daughter of a local doctor (John Hurt). 
Complications surface since Pelagia is 
engaged to a boorish fisherman (Christ- 
ian Bale). The biggest problem with this 
bland film is the lack of chemistry be- 
tween Cruz and Cage. — M. Pols. (R: 
some violence, sexuality and language.)

“CATS & DOGS”: This beguiling over- 
the-top movie has a deceptively simple 
plot that's utterly inspired. Cats and 
dogs are at war in the back yards of the 
world, and human beings have no idea. 
Any pet owner could tell you, of course 
they are. A scientist has come up with a 
formula to stop dog allergies, and if the 
cats don't steal it, dog popularity will 
soar to new heights. There's major 
James Bond spoofing going on here, as 
well as liberal theft from the “Babe” 
genre, but the movie is packed with 
hearty, sweet laughs. The computerized 
critters don't always work, but the real 
ones, particularly a heart-melting bea- 
gle, are cute enough to compensate. 
The human cast includes Jeff Goldblum 
and Elizabeth Perkins. — M. Pols. (PG: 
animal action and humor.) 1 hour, 23

“THE CLOSET”: Sad sack Francois 
Pignon (Daniel Auteuil) is about to get 
fired from his job at the condom factory, 
until his neighbor comes up with an in- 
genious plan to save his job. All Pignon 
has to do is pretend to be homosexual 
and his employers wouldn't be able to 
fire him without appearing discrimina- 
tory. Yet as soon as his co-workers think 
he's gay, a drab little man turns into 
something exciting and new. A smart 
comedy of errors, with many good 
laughs. Gerard Depardieu co-stars as a 
gay-bashing soccer coach forced into 
sensitivity. In French with subtitles. —

“MOULIN ROUGE"; Director Baz 
Luhrmann's relentless musical drama 
exudes so much energy that it throws 
up what amounts to a nearly impenetra- 
ble force field around itself.

“O": Screenwriter Brad Kaaya steps 
up the pain of pimples considerably 
by taking Shakespeare's classic tale 
of jealousy, betrayal and murder and 
making it a teen story. At an elite 
boarding school in the South, Julia 
Stiles’ Desi (groan) unabashedly loves 
basketball star Odin (Mekhi Phifer), 
and he loves her back. Meanwhile, 
jealous Hugo (Josh Hartnett) plots 
their downfall. Why? His daddy, the 
basketball coach (Martin Sheen), 
barely looks at him anymore: He's too 
busy salivating over Odin's elegance 
on the court. Hartnett is excellent, but 
the movie has none of the power of 
the real “Othello.” It's like watching 
the “Dawson's Creek” players take on 
the Bard. — M. Pols. (R: violence, a 
scene of strong sexuality, language 
and drug use.) 1 hour, 31 minutes. C- 
“OSMOSIS JONES”: Part animation 
and part live-action, this film co-directed 
by the Farrelly brothers also is part 
entertainment and part public service 
message on the benefits of exercise and 
a sensible diet. It has its amusing 
moments as Bill Murray plays a junk- 
food addict whose inner workings are 
shown in vivid detail when he ingests a 
tainted egg. The live-action sequences 
are curiously limp, and unlike the human 
body — a remarkable engine of body 
parts working in conjunction — 
“Osmosis Jones” never manages to fire 
on all its synapses. — D. Germain. (PG:

“THE OTHERS”: Spanish director 
Alejandro Amenabar's first English- 
language feature is an old-fashioned 
haunted house story, with all the req- 
uisite claustrophobia and creepiness. 
On the foggy isle of Jersey in 1945, 
Nicole Kidman is waiting for her hus- 
band to return from the war, with noth- 
ing but her two children and her 
strange trio of new servants for com- 
pany. Kidman is at her chilly best, and 
the youngsters who play her spooked 
and spooky children, Alakina Mann 
and James Bentley, are excellent. 
Amenabar is a bracing filmmaker, but 
the “surprise” ending of the film is a 
bit of a letdown, You may come out 
thinking, that was it?

“PLANET OF THE APES”: Director Tim 
Burton's version of Pierre Boulle's 
classic sci-fi novel is unusually beautiful 
and filled with spooky visual qualities. If 
this movie needed to be remade — and 
you could argue it didn't — Burton, with 
his impish imagination, was the man for 
the job. Mark Wahlberg makes a sturdy 
astronaut, Helena Bonham Carter a 
fetching ape. Some of the exquisitely 
made-up creatures are unfortunately 
hard to tell apart, particularly Michael 
Clarke Duncan's bad guy Attar and 
Cary-Hiroyuki Tagawa's good guy Krull 
There's a neat trick revealed late in the 
game involving the apes' origins, but the 
final moments, while true to Boulle's 
dark vision, make irritatingly little sense.

“THE PRINCESS DIARIES”: G-rated 
movies are a rarity these days, so per- 
haps we should be grateful for director 
Garry Marshall's cheery family comedy. 
It's a variation on the “Pretty Woman” 
theme, with the charming Anne Hath- 
away in the Julia Roberts role. She's a 
(not very) ugly duckling who discovers 
she's actually a princess from a small 
European country. Granny/queen Julie 
Andrews administers the makeover, 
Hector Elizondo offers snippets of wis- 
dom. A vapid pleasure, but don't bother 
unless you have kids.

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“RAT RACE:”: The funniest movie of 
the summer finally arrives! Taking its 
Cue from the madcap movies of the 
mid-'60s such as “It's a Mad, Mad, 
Mad, Mad World,” this ensemble cast 
comedy is broad slapstick at its best as 
a group of colorful characters race to 
get $2 million in cash, stored in a 
locker. The script is clever and the cast 
is great, including Whoopi Goldberg, 
Rowan Atkinson, Jon Lovitz and Cuba 
Gooding Jr, — M, Pols.

“RUSH HOUR 2”; Peppy, unpretentious 
fun with a paper-thin plot, It's a rush job 
of a sequel. Jackie Chan and Chris 
Tucker are back, chasing bad guys 
through Hong Kong, L.A. and Las Ve- 
gas, cracking jokes all the way. Some of 
them fall flat, but there are still many 
good chuckles here. Chan, more com- 
fortable with English now, is a gem, but 
director Brett Ratner blows the buzz by 
showing us a series of outtakes at the 
end that are far funnier than anything 
we've seen to date, — M. Pols. (PG-13 
action violence, language and some 
sexual material.)

“THE SCORE”: A smart, well-executed 
and satisfying thriller that just happens 
to feature acting legends from three 
generations, Robert De Niro, Edward 
Norton and, gasp, Marlon Brandon. Di- 
rector Frank Oz, typically a light-com 
edy guy, shows a sure hand in weaving 
a consistently suspenseful movie, de- 
spite the fact that the setup, the old 
one-last-heist-before-retirement gag, is 
completely tired. Brando's role isn't 
much more than a cameo, and De Niro 
doesn't do anything new, but Norton 
steals all his scenes as a punk kid who 
joins forces with De Niro for the heist 
Some may be bothered by the nearly 
languid pace in outlining the criminal's 
methods, but it's a relief after the wham- 
bam of most action movies, — M. Pols.

Tying novel’s characters 
together proved difficult

HARLES BAXTER is 
speaking slowly and qui- 
etly, thinking for a mo- 
ment before he makes a com- 


ment, such as when he’s asked 
if it’s a good time to talk. 


“The Feast of Love” author 
chuckles after a bit. “It’s just that 
it’s so darn hot here, we were go- 
ing to give the dog a bath to cool 
him off,” he says, “But we figured 
he’d start barking and interrupt 
the interview.” 


There’s a heat wave in Min- 
nesota at the moment, where Bax- 
ter and his wife are spending sum- 
mer at their getaway cottage on 
the shores of Lake Superior. Bax- 
ter, a Midwest boy from the start, 
isn’t used to heat waves like this 
one. He was born in Minneapolis, 
and as a child briefly aspired to 
be a television repairman. 


“I had a slightly dreamy dis- 
position, and thought a lot about 
stories and movies, which I as- 
sociated with writing ... I’m not 
a particularly dictatorial type; I 
realized I would not be very good 
as a film director,” he says. “I was 
much more drawn to stories, the 
solitariness of writing them I fig- 
ured in order to support myself, 
I'd be a teacher.” 


A matter of taste 


Baxter, 54, has lived in Ann 
Arbor since 1974, when he got 
his first job teaching English at 
Wayne State University in De- 
troit. Two years later, he met his 
wife at a party while wearing, to 
his eternal regret, a pale blue 
leisure suit with lapels that went 
almost to the shoulder. 

“Who knew, at the time, what 
terrible taste that was?” he muses. 

Baxter sees the humor in just 
about every situation. You can 
hear it in his voice, you can read 
it in his books, especially “The 
Feast of Love.” With this book, 
Baxter has emerged from being 
the author of respected but com- 
paratively little-known literary 
novels (“Believers,” “Shadow 
Play”) and short stories (“Through 
the Safety Net,” “A Relative 
Stranger”) to being a finalist for 
the National Book Award last year. 
“The Feast of Love” has just sold 
its 100,000th copy in paperback. 

“Nothing like that has ever 
happened to me,” Baxter says in 
a tone of wonderment. 

The trick to becoming a bit of 
a media darling, it turns out, is 
to switch from somber to light- 
hearted. “I wanted something dif- 
ferent in tone,” he says. “I really 
wanted to write an old-fashioned 
comedy, pairing people off with 
the wrong people. It wasn’t fun 
to write, I can tell you. But I hope 
it’s fun for the reader,” 


“The Feast of Love” was diffi- 
cult to execute because of the 
structural maze Baxter found him- 
self in. He had a title but no out- 
line. Using the device of telling 
the story from the viewpoint of 
various characters — and having 
most of them collide in the end — 
he had his work cut out for him. 

And let’s not forget that Baxter 
inserted himself as a character, a 
blocked writer who, in his noc- 
turnal wanderings, comes across 
a pal who gives him the idea to in- 
terview people about love. 

“It took four years to write,” 
Baxter says. As an example of 
the difficulty he encountered, he 
said that the first chapter, for in- 
stance, “has materials not woven

directly into what follows. 
Bradley's first wife never reap- 
pears after she has her chapter. 
I just couldn't figure out how to 
bind them together.” 

Basically, Baxter says gleefully 
that “the entire book is a fraud. I 
never interviewed anybody! To 
stand there and say I’m Charles 
Baxter, and interviewing people 
in my hometown of Ann Arbor ...” 

He uses other devices, such as 
having one character be an os- 
teopath, but then turning her into 
a lawyer in the “fictionalized” part 
of the story. “I want the readers 
to be conscious of the technique. 
Readers are smart these days.” 

The young girl, Chloe, was 
one of his favorite characters in 
“The Feast of Love.” He'd 
planned on making her a minor 
character, based a little on some 
of his students (he’d write down 
the phrases they use), “but she 
took ‘over'the entire book. She 
pushed the others off the stage. 

“Bradley was exasperating,” 
he continues. “I loved Harry 
Ginsberg. I respected Diana, but 
she was very hard to write — a 
strong, forthright woman who 
wants people to respect her. I 
wanted to be fair to her.” 


Feedback from students 


While he says that most of the 
characters are composites of peo- 
ple he knows or has seen, he ac- 
tually saw a couple much like 
Chloe and Oscar who were all 
over each other on a commuter 
train. “They didn’t care who saw 
what they were doing. And the 
girl was multi-pierced.” 

Some of Baxter’s students 
nicely informed him that the di- 
alogue between Chloe and Oscar 
is not the way kids talk. 

“OK. That’s fair. I did my best. 
But I think a lot of readers would 
say it’s reasonably accurate. I did 
collect phrases. I was in Seattle 
and heard a young woman say 
her boyfriend was underpierced. 
That went right into the book.” 

The end of “The Feast of Love” 
leave the reader wondering what 
will happen next. This is by de- 
sign. “I often try to leave my sto- 
ries in a moment of suspension, 
so characters are alive in readers’ 
imagination,” Baxter says. 

Miramax has picked up the 
rights to “The Feast of Love,” and 
director Patricia Rozema (“Mans- 
field Park”) is working on an 
adaptation. Baxter is working on 
his next novel, based on charac- 
ters from some of his short sto- 
ries. 

“I think the next book is not 
going to be like (“The Feast of 
Love”), though it will have ele- 
ments of comedy,” he says. “What- 
ever it is, it will be its own self.”

It rose 
beautifully, the best ever, and when 
I took it out of the oven, a perfect 
brown dome, I just circled the pan 
for a few hours, breathing in that 
warm buttery air, Some ants ate the 
crumbs on the counter and died. 

On my sixteenth, my aunt sent 
me a beautiful scarlet silk dress, 
which smelled and felt as delicate 
as the inside of a wrist. Stroking it 
in my lap, I sifted through the 


phone book, finally picking out the 
name of a woman who lived at an 
address with 16s in it. Then I 
mailed the dress to her. Red is not 
my color. 


On my fifteenth, fourteenth, thir- 
teenth, twelfth, and eleventh birth- 
days, my mother and I went shop- 
ping, and each year, by the end, one 
of us was in tears of frustration be- 
cause I didn’t like anything, and I 
said I really didn’t want anything, 
except, maybe, a new math work- 
book. You had to send away for 
those. They came from a big num- 
ber barn in the South. My mother 
shook her head; she refused, flat- 
out, to buy me math supplies for 
my birthday, so finally we just put 
the money in the bank instead. 

The year of my tenth birthday 
was when my father got sick, and 
that’s when I started to quit.

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Lincoln’s Blackwood SUT touts elegant cargo box, wood effer 


A new “woodie" is rolling into 
the marketplace, but this one is a 
departure from hulking estate 
wagons. It's the 2002 Lincoln 
Blackwood — the classiest pro- 
duction vehicle ever built with a 
cargo box. 

This sport utility truck follows Lin- 
Coln's Navigator sport utility and the 
LS luxury sport sedan in contribut- 
ing to a fresh Lincoln image. Lim- 
ited to a production of 10,000 units, 
the $52,500, glossy-black SUT will 
cast its looming shadow on the dri- 
veways of a select group. 

Like Navigator, the Blackwood 
has a large cabin accessed through 
four full-size doors. However, in- 
stead of a covered roof extension 
behind second-row seating, the 
Blackwood has a bed. 

Sawed off in similar fashion to 
Ford's F-150 SuperCrew pickup or 
Sport Trac SUT cargo boxes, 
Blackwood's four-foot-eight-inch- 
long bed is its trademark piece of 
engineering. 

Unlike most cargo boxes, this 
pint-sizer isn’t trumpeted for its util- 
ity. It's lauded as the world’s 
showiest production vehicle bed. 
This cargo box is like a gold-plated 
grand piano — you might occa- 
sionally use it, but its biggest plus 
is the attention it attracts. Separat- 
ing it from its Neanderthal pickup 
cousins, Lincoln refers to the rear 
storage area of its advanced 
species as a trunk. 

The allure of this trunk is so high 
that Lincoln derived the nameplate 
after one of its distinguishing char- 
acteristics — the black wood grain 
on its exterior sides. Dressing up 
the show vehicle is a heavily 
stained, exotic African Wenge 
wood, but the production model 
gets a simulated version of this 
wood, generically known as black 
wood. 

Hints of utility come with tie- 
downs recessed into each corner 
of the floor. These chrome-steel D- 


tings are each stress-rated at more 
than 500 pounds. For small items 


such as tools, a multi-ccompartment 
storage system straps into the tie- 
downs. Hauling is limited to items

than 15.9 inches. 

This front-hinged top is operated 
by switches located on the over- 
head console, the driver's door key 
pad or key-fob. The top can open 
to a height of 6 feet 8 inches or 
close leak-proof tight in less than 
10 seconds. If an object obstructs 
closing, safety sensors send a mes- 
sage to the electric motor to reverse 
and lift the top. The 145-pound 
cover is a fixture not designed to 


be removed. 

Another access to the trunk is 
through twin, swing-out Dutch 
doors at the rear. These permit less- 
obstructed access than a conven- 
tional fold-down tailgate. Hideaway 
storage bins are incorporated into 
the doors’ inner panels and also 
can be found in the box’s interior 
side walls. 

Wheels are an essential element 
in capturing show-truck charisma, 
and Blackwood rolls in grand fash- 
ion on low-profile; 18-inch tires with 
seven-spoke, machined-aluminum 
wheels. These P275/55R-18 Miche- 
lin Cross-Terrain tires are specifi- 


cally developed for Blackwood to 
attain ride and handling character- 
istics that balance comfort and per- 
formance. 

These tires team with steering 
and suspension systems that are 
engineered apart from Navigator. 
The variable-assist, recirculating- 
ball power steering system is im- 
pressive in keeping the block-long, 
5,700-pound giant on track while 
cornering. 

Whether you're driving on the 
highway or around town, Black- 
wood's standard 5.4-liter, dual*over- 
head-cam, 32-valve V-8 offers on- 
tap power. It moves the rear-drive 


SUT with 300 horsepower at 5,000 
rpm and 355 feet-pounds of torque 
at 2,750 rpm. 

Linked with a four-speed auto- 
matic transmission, it uses premium 
unleaded fuel at an estimated rate 
of 12 miles per gallon, city/17 mpg, 
highway. Maximum trailer-towing is 
8,700 pounds.

| own a 1989 Buick Century with 
123,000 trouble-free miles. Recently, 
when | started it up and put it in gear, the 
engine stalled out. It restarted fine, but 
stalled out as soon as it was placed in gear. 

After a while | was able to drive it home, 
and the next morning the engine started 
and the car drove fine. A week later, the 
same trouble happened again. The me- 
chanic checked the computer and found 
no trouble codes. 

He kept the car overnight and did not 
experience a problem the next day. Can 
you help? Ben 

The most common stall problem when 

putting the transmission in gear is a 
faulty lockup converter solenoid. As soon 
as the transmission is put in gear, the en- 
gine will shut off. Go to the local transmis- 
sion shop and ask the mechanic to unplug 
the wire connector on the transmission for 
testing purposes. 

Again, stalling is a common problem on 
1980 to 1989 front-drive automatic trans- 
mission cars. | have left a lot of these trans- 
missions unplugged at my own shop, with 
no side effects. Unfortunately, gas miles will 
decrease half a mile per gallon with the 
lockup converter disconnected, and with 
four-speed overdrive transmissions, the 
check engine light may stay on. 

The cost of repair will range from $150 
to $600, depending on the problem in the 
transmission. 

| have owned 1983, 1985 and 1986 

Lincolns with the 5.0-liter V-8 engines. 
They all suffered from rod bearing failure 
at 117,000 to 121,000 miles. A friend has 
a 1990 Grand Marquis with 90,000 miles, 
and it has a rod knock sound. 

Is there a problem with the 5.0-liter V-8 
engine? | am disappointed with the Lincoln 
products. John 

| have serviced many 5.0-liter V-8 Ford 

engines and have even installed per- 
formance equipment, all without any lower- 
end engine bearing problems. | have seen 
engine bearing failure from sludge and acid 
buildup in the crank case. 

A very commonly overlooked part of 
crank case ventilation is the small breather 
under the PCV valve on 1985 Ford and later 
5.0-liter V-8 fuel-injected engines. A clogged 
breather will increase engine failure of the 
lower end.

| have seen many 3.8-liter V-6 Ford en- 
gines fail because of faulty head and head 
gaskets. Also note: If antifreeze gets into 
the oil, it will destroy engine bearings.

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five-speed manual transmission for about 
$18,970 compared to $22,260 for the LE 
model with a V-6 engine linked to an auto- 
matic transmission. There is also a sportier 
SE model plus a XLE model with a V-6 en- 
gine that sells for $25,405. That's about $820 
less than the previous model. 

The XLE model has all the bells-and- 
whistles, such as wood trim and upgraded 
interior finish. It also has power driver's and 
front passenger's seat, automatic climate 
control, an eight-speaker JBL audio system, 
garage door opener, security system, resi- 
dential lighting, rear sunshade, trunk cargo 
net, anti-lock braking, larger tires and addi- 
tional rear air conditioning ducts. 

Like all manufacturers, Toyota offers a 
few options that make driving more pleas- 
ant. One is a sophisticated DVD navigational 
system. There is no need to watch the dis- 
play on the video screen. Simply set your 
destinations and a voice tells when and 
where to turn — with amazing accuracy. 

Toyota will be including foot pedal ex- 
tenders later this year — which doesn't sur- 
prise me. It is another safety feature, which 
will make the Camry more attractive, more 
alluring, and of course, keep it the best-sell- 
ing car in America. 
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others respond differently based on the 
force of the crash and the weight of the oc- 
cupants. And still others (usually trucks and 
two-passenger vehicles) feature a passen- 
ger airbag cutoff switch for children riding 
in the front. 

But the most critical element of motor ve- 
hicle safety remains the seat belt. New and 
improved seat belts are equipped with pre- 
tensioners that instantly tighten the seat belt 
to absorb forward momentum and force lim- 
iters that control the amount of pressure over 
the torso by limiting the seat belt's tension. 

Children should always travel in the back 
seat and be properly restrained. Never place 
a rear-facing infant seat in the front seat of 
a vehicle with an active passenger airbag. 
It's estimated that 11 percent of parents con- 
tinue to make this mistake, thereby putting 
as many as 175,000 babies at risk of dying 
each year. Visit www.safekids.org or dial 888- 
327-4236 for some important information 
about automotive safety for your child. 

As additional protection, newer cars also 
have child seat tether anchors (latches) at 
the top of the rear seat, and some newer 
vehicles have child seat lower attachments. 
These devices allow seats to be snapped 
into place as easily as attaching a seat belt 
on an adult. 

When it comes to active safety features, 
anti-lock brakes are a winner. They've 
helped me avoid accidents on several oc- 
casions. This computerized automatic brak- 
ing system helps keep the wheels from 
locking up and the vehicle from skidding 
during hard braking. They won't, however, 
make your car stop faster! 

To get maximum benefit from ABS, ap- 
ply a firm, steady force to the brake pedal. 
Don’t pump the brakes. Many drivers don't 
apply sufficient pressure when using ABS. 

u 


To compensate for this miscalculation, some 
newer ABS systems determine whether the 
driver is attempting an emergency stop and 
proceed to provide more powerful braking 
without input from the driver. It's like hav- 
ing an invisible copilot. 

Other whiz-bang brake enhancements 
optimize braking in corners, especially in 
conditions that fall short of triggering the 
ABS. Still others use an anti-skid computer 
to reduce skids by ensuring cornering sta- 
bility on slippery road surfaces. Regardless 
of your vehicle's braking system, just re- 
member to drive with the same care and 
caution you used pre-ABS. 

The next step in safety is traction con- 
trol. As the name suggests, this computer- 
ized system increases traction and control 
during takeoff or cruising on slippery sur- 
faces, It applies the brakes to check the slip 
and backs off engine speed until the slip- 
ping wheel regains traction. 

While all of these safety features help 
save lives, they can't overcome the laws of 
physics. A wet or icy road has reduced ad- 
hesion, and there is no system that will en- 
able a vehicle to stop on a dime under 
these low-friction conditions. 

Even if your vehicle doesn’t have the 
most up-to-date safety features, you can 
improve your personal safety by taking a 
few simple precautions. 

1. Keep up with your car's scheduled 
maintenance. 

2. Check tire pressure regularly. Replace 
worn tires as needed. 

3. Keep the gas tank full. 

4. Keep a safe gap between you and the 
car in front of you, and focus your eyes on 
the road ahead. 

Technology notwithstanding, the best 
way to deal with an accident is to avoid it.

manufactured. 

Fast forward to 2000 — a now- 
retired Sheldon happened to read 
the January issue of Collectible Au- 
tomobile magazine, which featured 
the Studebaker coupe of his youth. 
“That reminded me of the car | had- 
n't thought about in years,” Shel- 
don said. “It also rekindled my de- 
sire to have one." 

The search was short. That very 
month Sheldon began scouring an- 
tique automobile publications, and 
soon found a 1954 Studebaker 
Starliner coupe. The car, located in 
Norcross, Ga., sounded promising. 
When Sheldon found it, it wasn’t 
perfect, but it was close. “| bought 
it on the spot,” he said. 

A truck delivered the Studebaker 
to Sheldon in Virginia a few weeks 
later. The 3,085-pound car was 
rolled off the truck on 7.10x15-inch 
white sidewall tires on a 120.5-inch 
wheelbase. For a relatively small 
passenger compartment, the wheel- 
base was extraordinarily long. 

For about $2,500 in 1954-dollars 
a Studebaker buyer could get a car 
with the sleekest form on the road, 
in addition to turn signals, white 
sidewall tires, Borg-Warner auto- 
matic transmission, 127-horsepower 
V-8 engine, radio and heater. 

Sheldon had a trusted mechanic 
give the car a thorough once-over. 
A compression test revealed a prob- 
lem that was solved with an engine 
overhaul. A two-barrel carburetor 
still sits atop the engine. However, 
the severe slope of the engine hood 
dictates that the air cleaner must be 
mounted to the right side of the en- 
gine. A single exhaust pipe under 
the right side of the car is sufficient 
to handle the output of the engine. 

The Borg-Warner automatic 
transmission, unusual in two ways, 
has a shift pattern from the left of 
Park-Neutral-Drive-Low-Reverse. 
That feature takes a bit of getting 
used to after driving a car with a 
modern shift pattern.

1954 STUDEBAKER was given an aerodynamic design, essentially a rolling sculpture. 


The second unusual feature is 
explained by Sheldon: “It's a trans- 
mission device to prevent ‘creep,’ 
“he said. “When the driver stops 
in Drive, the transmission automat- 
ically holds the brakes, so the car 
won't move forward, even on a 
downgrade.” 

The wheels are dressed up with 
full-chrome wheel covers (also un- 
usual at the time) that began at the

Nearly a century after making history 
with the Model T, Ford Motor Company is 
again attempting to revolutionize the in- 
dustry. It will introduce THINK, a full-line of 
zero-emission vehicles that might just re- 
define personal mobility. 

First to be introduced is the THINK 
neighbor, described as an environmentally 
friendly, flexible transportation solution for 
people living in a planned community or 
resort. 

According to John R. Wallace, CEO of 
the Ford Think Group, “The THINK neigh- 
bor represents a new way of moving for a 
new way of living. Traditional cars and 
trucks are used to move from one location 
to another, generally in the context of work 
or running errands. The THINK neighbor 
is designed for travel within one location 
or community, generally for social activi- 
ties for fun. This is a new way of thinking 
about transportation to address new con- 
sumer needs left untapped by the main- 
stream automotive industry.” 

Until recently, transportation within re- 
sorts and planned communities required 
the use of the same large, environmentally 
unfriendly vehicles used elsewhere. The 
only alternative was golf cart-type vehicles 
that offered little in the way of comfort, 
safety, flexibility, or economy. 

Ford research revealed a desire — and 
a need — by consumers for a better form 
of transportation. Many asked for some- 
thing that made them more connected with 
their community, more open and friendly, 
like a front porch on wheels. 

Fortunately, there are several choices 
now. One is the THINK neighbor, a tech- 
nologically advanced vehicle ready to en- 
ter the relatively new, but fast-growing, fed- 
erally recognized low-speed vehicle market. 
Much more than a golf cart, the neighbor 
is a hybrid vehicle somewhere between a 
basic golf cart and an automobile. 

In 1998, the National Highway Trans- 
portation Safety Administration designated 
a new class of motor vehicle: Low Speed 
Vehicle. The LSV designation indicates that 
vehicles like the THINK neighbor perform 
much differently than golf carts and small 
utility vehicles, and therefore require spe- 
cial regulations.

Sawyer's book includes a number 
of the healthy recipes her clients re- 
quest. A popular one is Peacock Veg- 
etables, which not only tastes good but 
also is colorful. Zucchini and yellow 
squash are baked in a vinaigrette with 
red, yellow and green bell pepper strips. 

“Summer squash goes particularly 
well with other summer vegetables, 
such as tomato and sweet bell pep- 
pers,” Sawyer said. “Sweet bell pep- 
pers and summer squash is like a mar- 
triage of cream and chocolate.” 

Whenever Sawyer makes the veg- 
etables — or any other squash dish, for 
that matter — she thinks of her sister- 
in-law, Mary Agnes Sawyer. Every La- 
bor Day, she hosts a family reunion at 
her home in Conneaut, Ohio. She saves 
boxes for weeks, then turns the family 
loose in her huge garden.

Here are Sawyer's recipes for 
zucchini bread, Peacock Vegeta- 
bles and Cashew Shrimp Supreme.

CLAUDIA'S FAVORITE 
ZUCCHINI LOAF 
4 eggs 
1 cup oil 
2 cups sugar 
2 cups grated zucchini 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
%4 cup honey 
3 cups flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 
1 cup chopped nuts 
V4 Cup coconut 


Beat eggs until light and foamy. 
Add oil, sugar, zucchini, vanilla and 
honey; mix well. 


Sift together the flour, salt, bak- 
ing powder, baking soda and cin- 
namon. Add to zucchini mixture and 
mix well. Fold in nuts and coconut. 

Pour batter into two greased, 9- 
by-5-inch loaf pans. Bake at 325 de- 
grees for 1 hour, or until a toothpick 
inserted in center comes out clean. 
Invert on a wire rack to cool.

Sawyer didn’t have any trouble 
finding recipes for the compilation. 
In addition to her own favorites, she 
included squash recipes from fam- 
ily members and friends. 

The book covers summer and 
winter squash; this time of year, her 
zucchini recipes are in demand. 

“Everyone who has grown zuc- 
chini usually finds that they do not 
have enough friends to pass it out 
to,” she said. 

Picking the zucchini when 
they're tiny and tender — 4 to 5 
inches long — will help. Don't al- 


low zucchini to grow more than 10 
inches long, she advises. 

“The more they age and get 
larger, the more the texture changes 
and they become spongy,” Sawyer 
said. Zucchini and yellow squash 
— both straight and crookneck — 
may be used interchangeably in 
recipes. The difference in flavor is 
minimal. 


When zucchini is at is most plen- 
tiful, Sawyer shreds it in a food 
processor and freezes it in 2-cup 
quantities in large, zippered freezer 
bags. She flattens the bags for easy 
stacking and thawing. 

Frozen zucchini is too mushy to 
use in salads, but it’s fine for casse- 
role, soups and baking, she said. 


Sweet red bell pepper rings 


Cut shrimp in half lengthwise 
and reserve. In a medium bowl, 
combine cornstarch, sugar, baking 
soda, salt and pepper. Add shrimp 
and toss gently to coat. Let stand 
15 minutes 

Heat oil in a large skillet. Add 
shrimp and stir-fry for 3 to 5 min- 
utes. Remove shrimp and set aside. 
Drain off all but 2 tablespoons oil. 

Stirfry onion, pepper and garlic 
in oil remaining in skillet. Add zuc- 
chini and stir-fry 2 minutes. Stir in 
shrimp, rice and cashews. Cook 
over low heat, stirring, until heated 
through. Spoon into serving dish. 
Garnish with red pepper rings.

PEACOCK VEGETABLES 
2 purple onions, cut into eighths 
2 small yellow squash, cut in 
one-half-inch strips 
2 small zucchini, cut in one- 
half-inch strips

Why online grocers didn't deliver

In July, the last, glitziest of the 
Internet grocery delivery services 
went down the tubes. After months 
of circling the drain, Webvan closed 
its headquarters in Oakland. 

GroceryWorks.com folded in 
June and PeaPod left the North 
Texas market in September 1999. 
HomeGrocer.com had been taken 
over by Webvan in February. 

But Webvan’s failure is the most 
glaring example of America’s re- 
luctance to buy into groceries via 
computer. 

Groceries-by-delivery would 
seem to be just the thing for today's 
consumer. Surely grocery shopping 
is yet another chore for a culture 
that is just as happy eating in the 
car on the way to soccer practice 
as it is gathering at the kitchen table 
for a family dinner. And it’s not just 
dinner we're eating on the run. Jack 
in the Box is the latest of the fast- 
food chains to include a hand-held 
breakfast in its lineup. We're spend- 
ing 50 cents of every food dollar on 
food prepared out of the home. 


Food, it would seem, isn’t high 
on our priority list, and convenience 
is. So why the failure of Internet gro- 
cery companies? 

Studies show that most adults 
decide what's for dinner a mere 20 
minutes before the meal hits the 
table. That hardly allows for com- 
ponents that have to be ordered via 
computer a day in advance. 

More fundamentally, the failure 
of e-commerce groceries is a fail- 
ure to serve our psychic needs. 
American food choices can’t be 
packed into one paper or plastic 
bag. One shopper wants healthy 
bran cereal, another wants choco- 
late-flavored sugar balls, and a third 
isn’t sure what he wants until he 
sees it on the shelf. Most grocery 
stores draw customers from a ra- 
dius of two to three miles. It’s the 
one place where shopping means 
lingering. It's not a quick in-and-out, 
like the dry cleaner. If you spot a 
friend, you usually stop and ex- 
change news over the tomatoes. 

Some grocery shopping is still 
a sensory journey. The joy we feel 
smelling a cantaloupe or pressing 
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an avocado is more deeply rooted 
than the e-commercers know. If 
we're going to bother to cook, we 
want the bést'piece of salmon that 
we see in the case. You had rasp- 
berries in mind when you entered 
the store, but do those raspberries 
at $4.99 for a half-pint look good, 
or would the apple of your eye pre- 
fer the better-looking strawberries? 
So much restaurant dining has 
made us more demanding of what 
we can purchase at the supermar- 
ket. 

Computer-ordered groceries 
deny us that sensory experience, 
that hands-on quality control we 
crave. 

So for now, it seems the old- 
fashioned ritual of grabbing a cart 
and walking the aisles for groceries 
has legs. For the sake of human 
communication and some mod- 
icum of connection with our food 
supply, let's hope it’s a ritual that 
will hold its ground.

Why do chicken bones turn dark?

Q: When | fry chicken, the bones 
turn bloody and dark.

A: Chicken didn’t used to be 
frozen for shipping. Pardon me — 
| mean “hard chilled,” which is what 
the poultry industry calls it. That's 
the way chicken arrives at most su- 
permarkets, although some upscale 
stores and poultry shops sell 
chicken that has been shipped 
fresh. 

Freezing chicken or almost 
freezing it makes the bones darken 
and appear to seep blood, says 
Bobby DiFeo, president of DiFeo & 
Sons Poultry in Akron, Ohio. 
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“That's the main reason,” DiFeo 
says 

“Also, it could be that when (the 
chickens) were slaughtered they 
weren't bled long enough.”

At 40, after spending years build- 
ing his business, Donna said his 
restaurant within a restaurant ful- 
filled the dream of returning to his 
first love, cooking.

Robert Wiedmaier, chef and 
owner of Marcel’s in Washington, 
said: “Only a few restaurateurs and 
chefs can pull that off. Most chefs 
don't even want to come out of the 
kitchen. You have to have the right 
personality.” 

The idea of cooking for just a 
few appeals to Todd English, who 
owns Olives in Boston and Wash- 
ington and several other restau- 
rants. “It’s a pretty cool concept,” 
he said. “I often tell people, when 
I'm through expanding, | am going 
to have a counter restaurant with 
six stools in front of me and just call 
it ‘Me,’ and open a couple of nights 
a week.”

The 
evening is like having a favorite chef 
come to your kitchen and cook for 
you and your friends while the 
neighbors press their noses against 
the window and wonder why they 
weren't invited. 

Our dinner featured a salad of 
figs stuffed with duck liver in a fig 
sauce. He had to make it three 
times during service, adjusting the 
heat in the oven from 290 to 320 
and finally to 340 so that the figs 
would not be overcooked but the 
foie gras would be perfectly done. 

Next came pea soup with onion 
timbale and bay scallops that were 
supposed to have been sautéed. 
But when Donna tried to sauté 
them, they did not form a crisp 
crust. “They had too much juice in 
them,” he said. So he improvised, 
putting them in a covered pan with 
butter, shallots and truffles and let- 
ting them steam in their juices. 

We watched as a huge chunk of 
butter was stirred into a risotto sprin- 
kled liberally with Parmigiano and 
toma cheeses. It took three people 
to stuff zucchini flowers for 30. Then 
Donna turned his attention to the 
risotto he was making for the vice 
president. 

“| had to think of a way to make 
it rich without the butter and 
cheese,” he said. “So | pureed 
some peas and mixed them with 
the cooked rice.” Curious, | asked 
for a sample. Nice, but it's better 
with butter. 

While the veep always gets an 
extra measure of attention, Donna 
is equally solicitous of the people 
in his laboratory, When reservations 
are made, each diner is asked to 
list whims, allergies and religious 
preferences. That night, in addition 
to Cheney's food, there were three 
kosher orders, one no fat, one no 
shellfish and one no red meat. 

While most of the diners stick to 
their stated requirements, some are

not so steadfast. “Thirty to 40 per- 
cent of the time people who say ‘no 
meat’ change their minds when 
they get here, so we have to scram- 
ble to get another red meat order,” 
Donna said. That night was just 
such an occasion. 

The cooks, unaware of the 
changes until they were in progress, 
frequently crowded around the chef. 
“They always hover when | am do- 
ing something different,” Donna 
said. “That way, if | change it from 
what | said at 12 o'clock they will 
learn why.” 

The seventh course, risotto, was 
followed by butter-poached lobster 
with cauliflower puree and fennel 
broth. Eventually the cheese trolley 
appeared, the selection each 
evening chosen from Galileo's cave, 
which holds 20 to 30 varieties. 

We soldiered bravely on to 
dessert, including cherries in Bar- 
bera and a fennel tart with star anise 
ice cream. For the final snack, 
Donna always serves bombolini, 
donut holes just lifted from the deep 
fryer, because, he said, no one can 
resist them. 

Twelve courses later, we wad- 
dled out, with a first-hand under- 
standing of the creativity, skill and

. OLD-FASHIONED STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE 
Adapted from “An American Place,” by Larry Forgione (William Mor- 
row, 1996) 

Time: 1 hour 

6 cups strawberries, washed, hulled, and halved or quartered 

Vs cup plus 3 tablespoons sugar 

1% cups heavy cream 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon plus 2 teaspoon baking powder 

6 tablespoons unsalted butter, chilled and cut into small pieces, plus 

additional for baking sheet< 

2 hard-cooked large egg yolks, mashed until smooth 

2 tablespoons unsalted butter, melted. 


1. Ina medium bowl, combine strawberries and 2 tablespoons sugar. 
Cover and refrigerate. Whip 1 cup cream until soft peaks form, and cover 
and refrigerate. 

2. Heat oven to 375 degrees. Into a large bow, sift flour, baking pow- 
der and 4 cup remaining sugar. Add 6 tablespoons chilled butter pieces. 
Using your fingertips, quickly work butter into flour until it has the tex- 
ture of very fine crumbs. Add remaining % cup cream and egg yolks, 

-and stir with a fork until dough just holds together. 

3. Lightly butter a baking sheet. On a lightly floured surface, pat or 
roll dough to a thickness of % inch. Using a floured 2'/- or 3-inch cookie 
cutter, cut out 6 rounds of dough, rerolling scraps as necessary. Place 
on baking sheet, brush with melted butter, and sprinkle with remaining 
1 tablespoon sugar. Bake until golden brown and firm, about 15 min- 
utes. Transfer to a rack and allow to cool 2 to 3 minutes. 

4. Split biscuits in half and set the tops aside. Place the bottoms on 
dessert plates, and heap strawberries onto each one. Generously spoon 
the whipped cream on top, and replace biscuit tops. Serve immediately, 
offering any remaining whipped cream separately.

TUNA-SALMON PARFAIT 
Adapted from “Cooking With David Burke” (Knopf, 1995) 
Time: 30 minutes, plus 2 to 3 hours’ refrigeration 
1 cup creme fraiche 
Ys cup Olive oil, plus extra for molds 
2 shallots, peeled and minced 
2 tablespoons chopped capers 
2 teaspoons lemon zest 
4 teaspoons soy sauce 
2 teaspoons freshly grated horseradish 
2 tablespoons chopped cilantro leaves 
2 tablespoons chopped chervil leaves 
10 ounces sushi-quality yellowfin tuna, finely diced 
10 ounces sushi-quality salmon, ground or minced 
1 teaspoon coarse or kosher salt, or as needed 
1 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper, or as needed 
10 ounces osetra or other caviar (optional) 
20 triangles or rectangles of warm, thin-sliced, toasted white bread. 


1. Whip creme fraiche until thick and soft peaks form. Cover and re- 
frigerate. In a small skillet over medium heat, combine % cup of olive 
oil and shallots. Saute until transparent. Transfer to a small bowl, and 
add capers, lemon zest, soy sauce, horseradish, cilantro and chervil. 
Mix well. 

2. Place tuna in one small bowl, and salmon in another. Add half the 
shallot mixture to each bowl, and mix. Season each bowlful with % tea- 
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spoon salt and 2 teaspoon pepper. Mix well, and adjust seasonings to 
taste. 

3. Oil 10 ring molds, each 2 inches high by 2 inches across, and place 
on a baking sheet lined with wax paper. Divide tuna mixture among 
molds, and top with salmon mixture, gently patting each layer until lightly 
compressed and smooth. If using caviar, reserve 10 teaspoons for gar- 
nish, and spread equal portions of remainder on top of salmon. Top each 
parfait with 2 tablespoons creme fraiche, smoothing to top of mold. Re- 
frigerate 2 to 3 hours. 

4. To serve, use a spatula to transfer each mold to a serving plate. 
Gently remove molds. Garnish each parfait with a teaspoon of caviar, 
place two pieces of toast on the plate, and serve. 

Yield: 10 servings.

Add shallots, reduce heat to low, and 
saute until translucent. Scrape into frisee and toss to combine. Add duck 
meat, tomato, and 2 tablespoons vinaigrette. Toss to combine. 

2. Half-fill a wide pot (like a 6-quart casserole) with water, and bring 
to a boil. Fill a large bowl with ice water, and set aside. Blanche a ro- 
maine lettuce leaf by dipping into boiling water for five seconds. Remove 
with tongs, and transfer to ice water. 

3, Spread the leaf flat on a sheet of waxed paper, and trim hard ribs 
and tough edges.

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Another school day has begun. 

Now that Back-to-School the 
Shopping Experience has wound 
down, Back-to-School the Daily Re- 
ality has descended. And though 
most of us parents run on coffee 
through the melee of grab, race and 
ride, many of us feel the last thing 
we have time to do is fix our kids a 
good, healthy breakfast. 

And that, insists clinical dietitian 
Sharon Smalling of Memorial Her- 
mann Hospital in Houston, is a big 
mistake, 

“| think parents have to think out- 
side the box — and | do mean the 
cereal box,” Smalling says. 

“They need to come up with 
more things that we don't think of 
as breakfast food. Nobody has time 
to make bacon and eggs and toast 
for their family anymore. They may 
feel some guilt, but | think we need 
to help people get past the guilt.” 

In addition to the time-sensitive 
nature of Back-to-School Breakfast, 
concerns about the overall health- 
fulness of the day's first meal point 
us in nontraditional directions as 
well. Combined with the impact of 
ethnic diversity, the modern Amer- 
ican breakfast shows more willing- 
ness than ever before to incorpo- 
rate items from burritos to pizza. 

“| think it’s part of being sur- 
rounded by so many ethnic 
groups,” says Elaine Small, direc- 
tor of the cooking school at Rice 
Epicurean supermarket in Houston. 

“At my house, we often go to 
bean and cheese burritos, maybe 
with scrambled eggs or roast 
chicken, whatever's left over from 
dinner the night before. We're such 
a cosmopolitan society, there aren't 
all these borders between meals 
anymore.” 

There are three key words all the 
experts like to apply to breakfast: 
quick, easy and healthful. 

The mission, therefore, is not 
simply to feed our kids quickly, for 
that might push us unrelentingly to- 
ward the drive-through. Once there, 
more nutritional disasters than god- 
sends await — particularly when it 
comes to fat. Sugar and salt 
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eakfast gives kids a jump on the day 


abound as well, but fat is the pri- 
mary problem with a fast-food 
breakfast. 

If you occasionally have to set- 
tle for such things on the way to 
school, Smalling says one of the 
oldest breakfast creations remains 
one of the least offensive — the Egg 
McMuffin at McDonald's. Thanks to 
the English muffin (lower in fat than 
the typical biscuit or croissant) and 
Canadian bacon (leaner than most 
ham and almost any sausage), the 
McMuffin is at least a passable 
choice in a pinch. 

Far better, though, are fast and 
flavorful breakfast items prepared 
at home. Both Smalling and Small 
prefer homemade on principle, be- 
cause it demonstrates to children 
that good food doesn't come from 
a window. 

This is an essential lesson, not 
to mention a too-often-overlooked 
one, that steers kids not only to- 
ward healthy breakfasts but toward 
healthy lunches and dinners as well. 

“People keep saying they don’t 
have any time to make healthy 
food,” Smalling reports from years 
of work as a Clinical dietitian. “But 
| can’t imagine it really taking any 
longer. To me, it’s the difference be- 
tween grilling a chicken breast and 
making fried chicken. It’s pretty 
much the same. In fact, sometimes 
the healthy way is quicker and eas- 
ier.” 

One of the foundational ideas of 
Back-to-School Breakfast is the old 
maxim that “breakfast is the most 
important meal of the day.” 

While this may have been an 
untested presumption for a long 
time, it is (as applied to school- 
children) untested no longer. Li- 
brariesful of tests have been con- 
ducted in recent years, all showing 
that children who eat breakfast per- 
form better in school. 

In fact, we might do a better job 
of making breakfast if we think of it 
as fuel, pure and simple, rather than 
a combination of pleasure and self- 
expression. More than any other 
meal of the day, breakfast provides 
the jump-start needed for a long 


day of mental challenges. 

“In my cooking classes for kids, 
| often talk about breakfast as be- 
ing like yeast,” Small says. “First 
you have to wake it up, and then 
you have to feed it.” 

A wide variety of nontraditional 
items come into play these days, 
right along with quirky fresh takes 
on traditional breakfast items. When 
you get a head start on the morn- 
ing by making breakfast partially or 
even completely ahead of time, the 
options increase even more. 

Burritos are one of the most 
popular current delivery systems, 
ready as they are to embrace typi- 
cal American breakfast items like 
eggs, or beans and cheese in a 
Mexican mode, or just about any- 
thing else. Bagels serve up addi- 
tional variety, taking on familiar 
cream cheese, plus nutritious 
peanut butter or other toppings. 

Leftover cheese pizza, prefer- 
ably homemade but delivery in a 
pinch, makes a surprisingly satis- 
fying (and healthy) start on the day. 
Don't get any ideas about higher- 
fat pepperoni, though, unless you're 
making your own pizza with turkey 
pepperoni. 

One new convenience that fails 
to impress dietitians is the line of 
breakfast foods now filling the su- 
permarket freezer. These tend, in 
addition to charging for conve- 
nience at a premium, to be high in 
fat and sugar. 

From high-sugar toaster pastries 
to high-fat egg-and-sausage con- 
coctions, the best advice seems to 
be: Make your own, since you won't 
spend as much money or force in 
as much fat or sugar. 

“We don’t want our kids to just 
get a sugar surge for an hour and 
then plummet again,” Smalling 
says. 

“And besides, your body does- 
n't really know it has to be break- 
fast food. It doesn’t wake up every 
day and announce, ‘I need cereal.”
